The one saving fea- 
ture of the situation is the rela- 
tively mild winter in Berlin this 
year,” said McCluskey. 
Praises Alrlift 

Mr. McCluskey had great 
praise for the airlift, which lands 
airplanes every three minutes, 
24 hours a day, bringing the es- 
sentials of life to beleagured 
Germans and Americans who 
are stationed there. Asked 
whether the Germans liked the 
American brand of democracy, 
he said: 

“Well, the Germans are sure 
learning how to vote again. 
Ve don't exercise actual phys- 


ers there. We meet with them, 
advise them, tell them what we 
think ought to be done, and 
leave it to the Germans them- 
selves to supervise the carry- 
ing out’ of the decisions. 

“Furthermore,” he continued, 
“We interefere only when there 
is evidence that things are not 
| being done in a @emocratic way. 
As long as they conduct them- 
selves democratically, without 
discriminating against anyone, 
allowing everyone freedom of 
voice and vote, we have them 
carry on.” 

Germany is slowly being re- 
built, although Berlin is still a 
mass of rubble, McClusky gaid. 
Outlying areas are rebuilding at 
a faster rate than is Berlin, 
he explained, but the Berlin 
blockade has caused a severe 
shortage of necessary building 
materials.

31, 1951, was introduced today in 
both the house and the senate. 

Senator Maybank (D-SC) and 
Rep, Spence (D-Ky) offered the 
bills. They are chairmen of the 
banking committees of the two 
chambers. 

Besides extending tht controls 
| two years from March 31, expira- 
tion date of the present act, the 
new bill would tighten and broad- 
en rent restrictions. 

Extend Controls 

Spence, chairman of the house 
banking committee, said; 

“In addition to extending the 
period of rent control, the bill ex- 
tends coverage to several types 
of accommodations not now under 
rent control and corrects weak- 
nesses in the present act. It also 
gives the housing expediter au- 
thority to recontrol areas 
iously decontrolled.” 

The administration issued a 
statement explaining that the 
bill would restore controls over: 

1 Hotel accommodations 
rented for transient occupancy on 
June 30, 1947. This affects about 
500,000 hotel apartments , rented 
to permanent guests as distin- 
guished from transients. 

% Rental units now covered by 
| 15 per cent rent increases in vol- 
| untary leases. 
housing accommodations on which 
such leaves were previously end- 
ed. The right to enter into such 
leases is not renewed. 

3. Accommodations which were 
not rented for 24 months during 
the period from Feb. 1, 1945, to 
March 30, 1948. Such units are 
exempt from rent control under 
the present act. This bill brings 
them under control.

Commissioner A. C. Brown of the state plant board says 
Florida packinghouse managers have been queried as to whether 
they can ship oranges to California, probably as a result of recent 
cold weather out that way. He says California regulations re- 
quire treatment df the fruit and a permit from the department 
of agriculture. 

Brown has requested A. A. Brock of the California state de- 
partment of agriculture to grant a master permit for movement 
ef Florida citrus into California. Unless and unti] such a permit 
is obtained, however, it will be necessary for individuals or firms 
in California who expect to receive oranges to make applica- 
tion for individual permits.

Chairman Hayden (D-Ariz) of 
the senate rules committee, pre- 
dicted that a majority of the come? 
mittee will recommend action to 
prevent future filibusters. 

However, even if it passes the 
committee, 17 southern senators 
have served notice they will fight 
any move to limit debate on the 
senate floor, That may touch off 
a filibuster against the anti-fili- 
buster proposal, 

Mr. Truman's new attack on 
the GOP tariff act, passed by the 
Republican-controlled 80th Con- 
gress last year, came in a let- 
ter to Chairman Doughton (Ds, 
NC) of the house ways and means 
committee as the house group 
opaned hearings on the trade pro- 
gram. 

The President declared that 
curbs enacted by the Republicans 
when they commanded 4 majority 
threaten the effectiveness of world 
trade negotiations this spfing. 

Without a full interchange of 
trade, Mr. Truman wrote, “there 
can be no sure foundation for eco- 
nomie peace.” 

He’ continued: 

“Unless world trade is increas 
ed, the tremendous investment we 
are making toward economic re- 
covery will be largely wasted.” 

The GOP bill extended the trade 
act a single year, It requires the 
federal tariff commission to re- 
view every tariff change proposed 
in trade pacts with foreign coun- 
tries. Further, it provides that 
the President must explain to 
Congress if he cuts a tariff rate 
after the commission has said that 
such a reduction would injure the

These were the major develop- 
ments as Congress buckled down 
to hard work after three weeks of 
getting their Jegislative machin- 
ery ready to roll. 

Throughout the rest of this 
week, senate and house commit- 
tees will start grinding out bills 
and a full docket is planned for 
weeks ahead.
